The reports of tbe crop correspondents 


of the Illinois l)epartment of Agricul- 
ture concerning 
the growing winter 


wbeat do not materially differ from the 
bulletin published from this department 
Jane 1, at which time it wae apparent to 
the wheat grower that the most favora- 
ble conditions until harvest would make 
but little improvement in the prospect, 
The temperature and precipitation since 
May 1 have been a fair average for the 
season of the year and vet there is no 
improvement reported in the condition 
of wheat. 


This report is based on the area re- 


ported standing for harvest May 1. On 
May 1 the condition of winter wheat in 
the northern di vision was reported at 89 
percent, of an average, and it may be 
said that the crop has held its own to 
date in this division. 


In the Winter "wheat belt" of the 


state on May 1, the average condition 
was reported at 75, and on June 20 the 
same section reports a condition of only 
61 per cent, of an average, a decline of 14 
points since May 1. In the central divis- 
ion, where the bulk of the winter wheat 
is raised, the condition is 65 per cent, of 
an average for June 20, a drop of 18 
points. In the southern division 67 per 
cent, of an average condition is reported, 
a dropping off of 11 points since May 1. 


The damage done to the wheat by the 


Hessian fly cannot be estimated. Noth- 
ing short of harvest will convey even an 
approximate idea of the loss from this 
source. In many locations where there 
was no sign of this devastating pest until 
within the past ten days it bus made its 
appearance and is doing much damage. 


The condition of the oats crop in tbe 


northern division of the state is about up 
to the average for June 20. In the cen- 
tral division the condition is not good for 
more than two-thirds of an average crop, 
the reported condition by counties rang- 
ing from 20 to 100 per cent, of an aver- 
age for June 20. 


The oats crop m the southern division 


will be nearly if not quite an entire fail- 
ure. The grain-plant louse made its ap- 
pearance about June 1, and is daily in- 
creasing the area to be reported a failure 
in this section of the state. But one 
connty onl, of the thirty-four composing 
this division reports a condition of 30 per 
oent. of an average, and the condition of 
this division is not good for 20 per cent, 
of ian average yield per acre. 
QThe area seeded to corn is somewhat 
larger than that of last season, when 
6,988,000 acres were devoted to the crop. 
The condition for the state over is 91 
per cent, of an average for June 20. Tbe 
crop generally has been well cultivated 
and looks healthy and vigorous. No 
complaints of infects in corn reported up 
to date. The usual statistical work of 
the department for June 20 will be ready 
for distribution on June 26, and can be 
had on application to tbe Secretary.

The Prohibitionists Issue Calls for 


Congressional and County 


Conventions. 


To-day two official calls for two Prohi- 


bition conventions were issued. It is 
arranged to hold both conventions, the 
congressional and county ticket conven- 
tions in Deoatur, on Tuesday, July 15, 
and possibly the senatorial and legisla- 
tive nominations will be made at the 
same time. Those spoken of for the con- 
gressional nomination ate D.L.BnnD,W. 
U. Ontten and A. F. Smith, of Tecatnr; 
D. H. Harts, of Lincoln, W. N. Alder, of 
Farmer City, and Elder Bobbins, of 
Piatt county. Four years ago as the 
Prohibition candidate for congress, Mr. 
Smith polled 1800 votes. In this, the 
29th senatorial district, the Prohibition- 
ists have polled 900 votes, 600 in Macon 
county, 300 in Logan county. They will 
nominate a candidate for senator and two 
candidates for the legislature. There is 
no slate made for the county officers, but 
a straight ticket willj.be selected.

UulldlngH In Berlin. 


Speaking of symmetry in the building 


of cities, the people of Berlin, G-ermany, 
are quito 1< igical and successful in their 
methods. In that city uniformity in 
building is preserved by a municipal law 
that dictates the height of ediBces ac- 
airding to the width of the street. For 
instance, mi a street sixty feet wido the 
law provides, I think, that houses over 
four stories in height shall not bo erected 
there* in. On streets eighty feet wide the 
height in six stories, and on other streets 
in proportion, thus giving tall houses to 
wido street* and less altitudinous build- 
iugu to narrow streets. I may not have 
mentioned the exact dimensions of 
Btrivt* and houses, but that is the gen- 
eral plan of the system. By this means 
great imd, I think, attractive uniformity 
In secured. 


Again in Berlin the people cannot build 


residence* or business housed anywhere 
they please. The, city has been built up 
* ilidly an<l compactly simply because the 
law compelled buildings to bo erected 
adjoining each other either on the south, 
north, east or west extensions. A can- 
not build u tall minaret on some isolated 
lot away from B, but lie must, in order 
to build at all, secure the land adjoining 
the lost houso built, in either direction, 
and when C comes to build ho must fol- 
low suit. These two provisions of the 
Berlin municipality law tend to make it 
the most uniform city in the world.—II. 
S. Fail-child in St. Paul Pioneer Press.
